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CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES. 

For  some  years  menibers  of  the  faculty  have  assisted 
students  to  do  some  work  towards  completing  the  Normal 
Course  while  they  were  teaching.  Such  students  have  been 
informed  of  the  text  books  used  in  school  and  have  been  given 
some  special  information  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  the  class 
and  some  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  best  manner  of  pur- 
suing their  studies  out  of  school.  In  this  way  students  have 
completed  all  or  part  of  a  subject  out  of  school,  and  have 
entered  school  ready  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  work 
completed. 

To  assist  our  students  and  prospective  students  further, 
the  faculty  of  the  Normal  School  have  determined  to  enlarge 
the  scope  of  this  work  by  offering  courses  somewhat  on  the 
plan  of  correspondence  courses.  This  work  will  be  under- 
taken in  a  small  way  at  first,  and  will  be  extended  as 
experience  may  justify  its  extension.  The  additional  work 
will  cost  the  faculty  much  time  and  labor,  but  their  time  and 
labor  is  freely  given  for  the  benefit  of  worthy  young  men  and 
young  women  who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  to  make  advancement  in  their  studies.  To  pay 
the  expense  of  postage,  paper  and  some  printing  and  clerical 
assistance  for  the  faculty,  a  small  incidental  fee  will  be 
charged  students  pursuing  correspondence  courses. 

Students  doing  correspondence  work  will  be  limited  to 
not  more  than  two  courses  at  one  time,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  students  will  usually  accomplish  better  results  by  limit- 
ing themselves  to  one  course  at  a  time. 

In  a  general  way  it  may  be  stated  that  about  the  same 
credit  will  be  given  for  work  done  by  correspondence  as  is 
given  for  regular  daily  class  work  in  school;  and,  if  an 
entire  course  is  completed  out  of  school  by  correspondence, 
an  examination  will  be  required  on  entering  school  for  work 
in  residence,  before  final  credit  is  given.  If  a  course  is  com- 
pleted in  residence  after  a  part  of  the  course  has  been  taken  by 
correspondence,  an  examination  may  not  be  required  to  com- 
plete the  work  done  by  correspondence. 

Students  who    have  not    done  considerable   work  in    the 


Normal  School,  or  who  have  not  done  considerable  advanced 
work  in  some  good  school,  will  not  be  able  to  pursue  corres- 
pondence courses  to  advantage,  and  are  advised  not  to 
undertake  such  courses.  Teachers  who  have  formed  regular 
habits  of  study  and  acquired  a  taste  for  reading  good  books, 
will  take  work  by  correspondence  to  best  advantage.

MODERN  LANGUAGES. 

For  the  present  we  do  not  deem  it  practicable  to  offer 
beginning  courses  in  Modern  Languages,  feeling  that,  in  the 
initial  stages  of  the  acquirement  of  a  language,  the  guidance 
and  discipline  of  an  instructor  is  more  indispensable  than  at 
any  other  period  of  its  study.  The  following  courses  are 
offered.  The  department,  however,  reserves  the  privilege  of 
giving  a  final  examination  at  Cape  Girardeau  before  giving 
full  credit  for  work  done  by  correspondence ;  the  composition 
work  done  in  absentia  will  be  accepted  at  full  value  without 
an  examination,  but  an  examination  on  the  texts  read  seems 
desirable. 

GERMAN : 

Second  Year — For  translation:  Schiller's  Der  Neffe  als 
Onkel;  Hauff's  Karawarie-,  and  Werner's  Heimat- 
klang  (all  by  Henry  Holt  &  Co.,  New  York,)  and 
Moser's  Der  Bibliothekar  (American  Book  Co., 
Chicago).  For  composition:  Von  Jagemann's 
Eleme7its  of  German  Syntax^  and  Materials  for  Ger- 
maji  Prose  Composition  (Vol.  I,  Simple  Narrative,) 
by  the  same  author.  (Both  published  by  Holt  & 
Co.,  New  York.) 

Third  Year — The  composition  work  of  the  second  year 
will  be  continued,  and  von  Jagemann's  text  com- 
pleted, with  original  compositions  on  topics  taken 
from  the  texts  read.  The  first  two  terms  will  be 
given  to  the  study  of  the  German  drama  as  exempli- 
fied in  William  Tell  and  Maria  Stuart  of  Schiller, 
and  in  the  Faust  of  Goethe;  Freytag's  Technique  of 
the  Drama,  and  Francke's  Social  Forces  in  German 
Literature  will  be  used  for  reference.  The  third 
term  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  Scheffel's 
Ekkehard  and  its  historical  setting,  together  with 
themes  based  on  the  text. 

FRENCH  : 

The  work  in  French  will  be  carried  on  in  very  much  the 
same  way  as  the  work  in  German.      The  second 


year's  work  will  be  based  on  easy  idiomatic  modern 
prose,  and  the  third  year's  work  on  the  French 
classical  drama  as  exemplified  in  the  works  of  Racine, 
Corneille  and  Moliere.  The  reference  book  for  the 
third  year  is  I^anson's  Histoire  de  la  Litterature 
Francaise.  (The  ability  to  use  the  above  in  the 
original  is  presupposed  of  all  candidates  for  admis 
sion  to  the  third  year  course.)

Mo 
portion  of  this  fee  will  be  refunded  for  any  cause. 

OPENING  OF  WINTER  TERM. 

The  second  term  of  the  Normal  School  begins  on  Tues- 
day, December  4,  1906.  Students  who  were  not  prepared  to 
enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  may  enter  at  that  time 
to  good  advantage.  By  entering  at  that  time  and  continuing 
through  the  summer  session  of  1907  a  full  year's  work  may 
be  done.  The  best  work  of  last  year  was  done  in  the  winter 
term.  Write  for  special  information  in  regard  to  the  work  of 
the  winter  term. 

COURSE  IN  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  women  to  be  home 
makers  and  to  become  capable  women  in  whatever  sphere 
their  life  work  may  be.  Such  studies  as  shall  cultivate 
thorough  observation,  judgment,  reasoning,  and  shall  aid 
them  to  see  the  beautiful  in  nature  and  art,  shall  find  a  place 
here. 

Woman's  province,  the  home,  is  especially  concerned  in 
many  of  the  sciences ;  bacteriology  in  its  relation  to  home 


sanitation  and  hygiene  ;  physiology  to  body  structure  and  care 
of  the  body;  chemistry  to  food  compositions  and  their  effects. 
Direct  applications  of  these  different  studies  are  made  in  the 
laboratory  lessons  in  cooking,  dietetics,  home  nursing,  etc. 
Constant  stress  is  placed  upon  accuracy  and  economy  in 
handling  materials  and  utensils.  In  studies  on  Home  Man- 
agement and  Home  Economics  the  pupils  are  instructed  not 
only  in  the  care  of  the  home,  but  also  in  the  selection  and  pur- 
chasing of  all  supplies.  This,  combined  with  the  careful 
laboratory  methods  and  the  industrial  features  of  the  sewing 
course,  makes  the  work  thoroughly  practical.

EXTENSION  COURSES. 

The  Normal  School  is  offering  Extension  Courses  in  Algebra 
and  Literature  for  students  who  want  certified  grades  for  a  second 
grade  certificate,  and  in  Ancient  Hiistory  and  Physical  Geography 
for  students  who  want  certified  grades  for  a  first  grade  certificate. 
Extension  Courses  are  also  offered  in  Pedagogy,  Agriculture, 
Grammar  and  U.  S.  History  for  students  who  want  to  make  cer- 
tified grades  for  a  third  grade  certificate. 

Extension  Courses  will  be  offered  by  correspondence  or 
through  monthly  meetings  at  extension  centers  in  each  county. 
Teachers  planning  to  enter  the  Normal  for  the  summer  term  to 
make  certified  grades  in  any  two  subjects  may  begin  work  in 
those  subjects  at  once  through  extension  courses  and  all  work 
done  in  the  extension  classes  will  be  credited  toward  making  the 
certified  grades.  Teachers  who  take  these  extension  courses 
and  continue  their  work  through  one  of  the  summer  terms  will 
be  able  to  make  grades  to  be  certified  with  more  satisfaction  to 
themselves  and  to  the  School.  It  is  impossible  often  for  teachers 
who  have  not  studied  a  subject  before  entering  the  summer  term 
to  complete  it  as  required  for  certification  in  one  summer  term. 

Extension  work  by  correspondence  may  be  taken  up  by  a 
teacher  at  any  time  by  writing  in  and  stating  what  two  courses 
he  wants  to  take  up.  Extension  work  in  extension  centers  may 
be  begun  at  any  time  at  the  county  seat  or  other  convenient 
extension  center  by  notifying  the  President  oif  the  State  Normal 
School,  at  Cape  Girardeau,  to  send  a  member  of  the  faculty  to 
take  charge  of  the  extension  class. 

Extension  work  by  correspondence  will  be  given  for  two 
dollars  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.  Extension  work  at  exttension 
centers  will  cost  the  amount  of  the  traveling  and  hotel  expenses 
of  the  member  of  the  faculty  who  comes  once  a  month  to  meet 
the  extension  class, 

SHORT  COURSE  IN  AGRICULTURE  FOR 
YOUNG  MEN. 

The  Normal  School  will  offer  a  special  short  course  in  Agri- 
culture beginning  January  16,  1912,  and  continuing  for  six 
weeks.  This  course  is  free  to  farmers'  sons  who  are  over  fifteen 
years  of  age.  It  will  consist  of  live  stock  judging,  feeding  and 
breeding,  farm  bookkeeping,  shop  work,  etc.  The  students  in 
the  course  will  have  all  the  privileges  of  regular  students  and  as 
a  result  of  taking  the  course  will  become  more  efficient  and  pros- 
perous farmers  and  stockmen. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

1.  Course  for  Rural  School  Teachers.  This  course  may  be  com- 
pleted in  two  years  by  students  who  have  completed  the  ele- 
mentary course  in  a  rural  or  graded  school,  A  State 
Certificate  good  for  two  years  in  the  rural  schools  of  Missouri 
will  be  issued  by  the  Slate  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
to  students  who  complete  this  course.  Students  who  are  less 
than  sixteen  years  old  should  not  enter  for  this  course. 
Students  who  have  done  high  school  work  or  who  are  ex- 
perienced teachers  may  complete  this  course  in  from  two  to 
four  terms  of  twelve  weeks  each. 

2.  The  Elementary  Professional  Course.  This  is  a  four-year 
course  for  students  who  have  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  a  rural  or  graded  school.  Students  who  have  completed 
the  Rural  School  Teachers'  Course  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years.  Students  who  complete  the  Elementary  Pro- 
fessional Course  receive  the  Elementary  Professional  Certifi- 
cate which  is  a  limited  state  certificate. 

3.  The  Advanced  Professional  Course.  Students  who  have  com- 
pleted a  first-class  high  school  course  or  who  have  completed 
the  Elementary  Professional  Course  may  be  admitted  to  the 

Advanced  Professional  Course.  High  School  graduates  may 
complete  the  Advanced  Professional  Course  in  about  two  and 
one-half  years.  S'oudents  who  complete  this  course  receive 
the  Normal  Diploma,  which  is  a  life  state  certificate. 

4.  The  Advanced  Professional  Course  in  Domestic  Science.  High 
School  graduates  are  admitted  to  this  course  and  may  com- 
plete the  course  in  about  two  years.  Students  completing 
this  course  receive  the  Normal  Diploma,  which  is  a  life  state 
certificate.  Students  who  complete  the  course  will  be  recom- 
mended as  high  school  teachers  of  Domestic  Science. 

5.  The  Advanced  Professional  Course  in  Domestic  Art.  High 
School  graduates  are  admitted  to  this  course  and  may  com- 
plete it  in  two  years.      Upon  completing  the  course  they  re- 

'  ceive  the  Normal  Diploma,  which  is  a  life  state  certificate, 
and  will  be  recommended  as  high  school  teachers  or  super- 
visors of  Domestic  Art. 

6.  The  Advanced  Professional  Course  in  Domestic  Science  and 
Domestic  Art.  High  school  graduates  may  be  admitted  to 
this  course  and  may  complete  it  in  about  two  and  one-half 
years.  Students  completing  this  course  will  receive  the 
Normal  Diploma,  which  is  a  life  state  certificate,  and  will  be 
recommended  as  high  school  teachers  of  Domestic  Science 
and  Domestic  Art.

CREDIT  FOR  WORK  DONE. 

All  work  completed  in  the  Normal  School,  whether  in  regular 
or  special  terms,  is  credited  on  a  Normal  Course  for  graduation 
and  will  be  credited  in  meeting  the  requirements  for  a  Second  or 
First  Grade  County  Certificate. 

WHEN  TO  ENTER  SCHOOL. 

1.  January  2,  1912.  Students  may  enter  during  the  week  be- 
ginning .January  2,  1912,  and  complete  the  work  of  the 
Winter  Term  satisfactorily. 

2.  January  16,  1912.  Students  may  enter  at  this  time  for  the 
Six  Weeks'  Short  Course  in  Agriculture,  which  is  free  to  all 
farmers'  sons  over  fifteen  years  of  age. 

3.  March  5,  1912.  Opening  of  Spring  Term,  which  closes  May 
30,  1912.  By  remaining  in  school  from  March  5th  to  June 
2  8th,  students  may  make  four  approved  grades  for  a  county 
certificate,  to  be  certified  to  county  superintendents. 

4.  April  15,  1912.  Pirst  Approved  Summer  Term  begins. 
Students  may  enter  at  this  time  and  make  three  approved 
grades  for  a  county  certificate  by  June  2  8th  or  four  approved 
grades  by  August  10,  1912.' 

5.  June  3,  1912.  Regular  Summer  Term  begins  at  this  time 
and  ends  August  10,  1912.

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PURPOSE  OF  EXTENSION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  purpose  of  the  Extension  Department  is  to  carry  the  work 
of  the  Normal  School  to  students  and  the  public  outside  of  the 
school.  It  is  helieved  that  the  facutly  and  much  of  the  school 
equipment  may  be  used  in  educating  the  people  in  their  homes. 
Many  students  may  through  the  extension  courses  be  assisted  in 
continuing  their  studies  while  out  of  the  Normal  School  engaged 
for  a  time  in  teaching.

Two  and  one-half  semester  hours  (one-quarter's  work)  will 
be  given.  Credit  of  college  rank  will  be  given  to  students 
who  are  graduates  of  a  four-year  high  school,  or  the  equiva- 
lent thereof,  provided  the  work  be  done  in  either  of  the 
following  ways : 

1.  As  extension  work  under  the  teachers  from  the  institu- 
tion where  credit  is  desired. 

2.  As  regular  correspondence  work  under  the  direction  of 
the  school  in  which  credit  is  sought. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  credit  given  for  Reading  Circle 
work  except  for  college  work.  Where  college  credit  is  desired  the 
cost  for  each  book  taken  by  correspondence  is  $2.00. 

Credit  for  Extension  Work. 

Credits  will  be  given  on  all  courses  completed  satisfactorily 
either  by  correspondence  or  at  extension  centers.  Certified  grades 
cannot  be  made  by  correspondence,  but  only  by  attendance  at 
approved  summer  terms.

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PURPOSE  OF  EXTENSION  DEPARTMENt. 


The  purpose  of  the  Extension  Department  is  to 
carry  the  work  of  the  Normal  School  to  students  and  to 
the  public  outside  the  school.  It  is  believed  that  the 
faculty  and  much  of  the  equipment  of  the  school  may 
be  used  in  educating  the  people  in  their  homes.  Pri- 
marily, the  purpose  of  the  Extension  Department  is  to 
enable  students  to  do  a  minimum  of  work  out  of  school 
in  order  that  they  may  work  to  better  advantage  when 
they  again  enter  school.  If  several  courses  taken  by 
correspondence  will  enable  a  student  to  complete  his 
work  in  residence  one  quarter  sooner,  the  saving  is 
evidently  worth  while.  This  is  particularly  true  since 
extension  work  may  be  done  while  one  is  engaged  in 
another  occupation. 

Although  no  courses  are  offered  by  correspondence 
which  may  not  be  don^  well,  it  is  not  desirable  to 
substitute  many  correspondence  courses  for  work  in 
residence.

CONFERENCE  REGULATIONS. 


On  February  4,  1916,  a  conference,  composed  of 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  State  University  and  the  State  Normal 
Schools,  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  Department  of 
Education  at  Jefferson  City.  At  this  conference  a  set 
of  regulations  were  adopted  standardizing  the  condi- 
tions under  which  college  work  should  be  done.  In 
the  following  regulations  the  letters  C.  R.  will  desig- 
nate Conference  Regulations. 


Regulations  Governing  Correspondence  Work. 

1.  At  least  IG  lessons  will  be  required  for  each  course 
carrying  three  term  hours  of  college  credit,  or  one  term  unit  of 
elementary  credit.  Each  lesson  will  be  planned  to  require  five 
hours  for  its  preparation.  (C.  R.)  Reports  may  be  made  once 
each  week,  or  once  in  two  weeks,  as  the  instructor  may  direct. 

2.  Not  more  than  15  term  hours  or  six  term  units  may  be 
completed  in  any  school  year.    (C.  R.) 

3.  A  fee  of  $6.00  payable  in  advance  will  be  charged  for  one 
term's  work  in  each  subject  taken  by  correspondence.  (C.  R.) 
This  fee  will  not  be  refunded  on  account  of  a  student's  inability 
to  complete  the  course. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  carry  more  than  two  courses  at 
a  time.  It  is  recommended  that  only  one  course  be  undertaken 
at  a  time  by  a  student  whose  time  and  energy  must  be  given 
largely  to  other  duties,  such  as  teaching. 


5.  Students  doing  full  work  in  residence  in  other  schools  will 
not  be  permitted  to  take  at  the  same  time  any  of  the  non-resident 
work  offered  by  this  institution. 

6.  A  limit  will  be  placed  on  the  amount  of  credit  earned  by 
correspondence  or  extension  work  that  will  be  accepted  for  grad- 
uation. 

7.  All  courses  for  which  credit  is  given  must  be  finished 
before  June  4.  No  correspondence  work  is  offered  during  the 
summer  term.  All  courses  must  be  completed  within  the  school 
year  of  the  student's  enrollment. 

8.  Full  postage  must  be  paid  on  all  reports  mailed  to  the 
Extension  Department  and  full  postage  (or  preferably  a  stamped, 
self-addressed  envelope)  must  be  sent  by  the  student  for  the 
return  of  each  report.  All  reports  must  be  addressed  to  the 
Extension  Department,  State  Normal  School,  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo. 

9.  Certified  grades  cannot  be  made  by  correspondence,  but 
only  by  attendance  at  approved  summer  schools.  Correspondence 
courses  for  college  credit  in  reading  circle  books  will  no  longer  be 
offered.    (C.  R.) 

10.  Students  desiring  college  credit  for  correspondence  work 
must  meet  the  conditions  for  admission  as  stated  on  page  27,  or 
page  37,  of  the  catalog  for  1916-17. 


Final  Examinations. 

A  written  examination  will  be  given  at  the  close  of  every 
course  taken  for  credit.  In  cases  where  it  is  inconvenient  for 
students  to  take  an  examination  at  the  Normal  School,  arrange- 
ments may  be  made  by  him  with  some  person  acceptable  to  the 
Normal  School  to  give  the  examination.  Residence  examinations, 
however,  are  usually  more  satisfactory. 


Extension  Class  Courses. 

Any  of  the  courses  offered  by  correspondence  may  be  given  at 
Extension  Centers  by  members  of  the  Normal  School  faculty. 
Only  one  extension  course  at  a  time  is  to  be  taken  by  students 
having   other  duties  that  claim  their  time   and   energy,   such  as 


teaching:;  and  such  persons  may  not  take  for  credit  other  courses 
by  correspondence  or  in  reading  circles.  The  fee  for  each  person 
taking:  a  course  at  an  extension  center  is  $6.00  for  one  term's 
work  in  each  major  subject  taken  (C.  R.),  provided  the  amount 
paid  by  any  class  be  enough  to  fully  defray  all  traveling  and  hotel 
expenses  of  the  teacher  during  the  entire  time  he  gives  the  course. 
There  shall  be  not  fewer  than  eight  lesson  visits  from  a  member 
of  the  faculty  for  each  three-hour  credit  course.  (C.  R.)  No 
part  of  the  fee  paid  for  a  course  at  an  extension  center  will  be 
refunded  or  applied  on  any  charge  of  the  school  during  the  year, 
or  afterward.  If  the  total  fees  paid  by  a  class  at  the  rate  of 
$6.00  each  are  not  sufficient  to  fully  meet  all  expenses  of  the 
member  of  the  faculty  during  the  course,  a  further  apportionment 
of  cost  must  be  met. 


Public  Lectures. 

The  object  of  the  public  lectures  is  to  extend  the  influence 
and  work  of  the  Normal  School  to  include  the  development 
of  education  throughout  this  Normal  School  District.  Musicals, 
readings,  or  courses  of  lectures  will  be  given  covering  discussions 
of  literature,  history,  science  and  social  and  economic  questions. 
Lectures,  musicals  or  readings  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  school, 
or  any  other  organization  in  a  town — literary  clubs,  commercial 
clubs,  churches,  or  groups  of  classes  organized  for  that  purpose. 
The  cost  of  musicals  or  lectures  will  be  the  traveling  and  hotel 
expenses  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  giving  such  musicals, 
readings  or  lectures. 


School  Service  Bureau. 

The  State  Normal  School  wishes  to  extend  its  usefulness  to 
every  school  in  Southeast  Missouri.  It  is  particularly  anxious  to 
help  teachers  in  service  in  the  solution  of  their  professional  prob- 
lems. The  faculty  of  the  Normal  School  is  composed  of  specialists 
in  almost  every  department  of  school  work  who  are  well  prepared 
to  give  advice  and  information.  They  are  eager  to  be  of  service. 
The  School  Service  Bureau  will  furnish  information  free  of 
charge  to  teachers  and  school  officials  on  all  questions  relating  to 
school  work.     The  information  to  be  furnished  covers  such  topics 


as  school  buildings  and  equipment,  school  management,  problems 
of  discipline  and  instruction,  book  lists,  school  fairs  and  contvssts, 
etc.  All  requests  will  be  referred  by  the  Bureau  to  a  specialist 
on  the  faculty  who  will  give  the  matter  his  immediate  and  careful 
attention.

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EXTENSION  DEPARTMENT. 

Purposes  of  the   Extension   Department. 

The  aim  of  the  Extension  Department  is  to  carry  the 
work  of  the  Normal  School  to  those  who,  for  various  rea- 
ons,  are  unable  to  pursue  courses  in  residence.  It  hopes 
especially  to  serve  the  teacher  in  service.  Three  lines 
of  work  are  offered:  1,  correspondence  courses;  2,  exten- 
sion center  courses  and  public  lectures;  3,  school  service 
bureau. 

During  the  academic  year  1918-19  only  a  limited 
amount  of  extension  work  can  be  offered.  The  est-iblish- 
ment  of  a  unit  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corpj^  at  the 
Normal  has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  faculty  and 
has  made  it  impossible  for  many  to  accept  out-of-town 
extension  engagements.  For  this  reason  no  extension 
centers  can  be  formed  this  year.  Our  first  duty  is  to  assist 
the  government  in  winning  the  war.  While  the  amount 
of  work  offered  will  be  less  than  in  previous  years,  the 
quality  of  work  will  be  kept  up  to  a  high  standard ;  in 
fact,  the  Extension  Department  is  constantly  trying  to 
improve  the  non-resident  work. 

The  Extension  Department  has  never  considered  ex- 
tension work  as  a  complete  substitute  for  work  in  resi- 
dence. At  the  best  it  is  only  an  auxiliary  to  regular 
work.  In  order  to  extend  the  opportunities  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  a  new  three-term  calendar  has  been  adopted. 


By  this  new  arrangement  it  will  be  possible  for  teachers 
to  complete  one-half  year's  work  at  the  Normal  after  the 
close  of  their  term  of  teaching.  Special  attention  is 
called  to  the  description  of  this  new  calendar  in  this  bul- 
letin. 

CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES. 

The  Extension  Department  is  offering  only  such 
courses  as  can  be  made  fully  equal  in  value  to  similar 
courses  in  residence.  No  courses  other  than  those  listed 
can  be  given.  Every  course  listed  is  equivalent  in  credit 
to  a  similar  course  pursued  at  the  Normal. 

The  correspondence  courses  are  of  special  value  to 
teachers  who  lack  a  few  hours  of  credit  for  the  comple- 
tion of  one  of  the  regular  curricula,  or  who  wish  to  com- 
plete their  high  school  work  in  order  to  qualify  for  col- 
lege work  or  do  pre-requisite  work  for  certified  grades. 

Correspondence  work  requires  a  high  degree  of  perse- 
verance and  industry  on  the  part  of  the  student.  Since 
the  instructor  must  judge  from  the  written  report  wheth- 
er or  not  the  student  has  mastered  the  assignment,  it  usu- 
ally takes  more  time  to  complete  a  course  by  correspond- 
ence than  a  course  in  residence.  Each  course  will  have 
at  least  24  lessons  which  are  planned  to  require  not  less 
than  five  hours  of  preparation  per  lesson.  Unless  a 
student  can  give  at  least  five  hours  a  week  for  24  weeks, 
he  is  strongly  advised  not  to  register  for  correspondence 
work. 

RECiULATIONS  GOVERNING  CORRESPONDENCE 

WORK. 

The  length  of  the  course,  the  fee  and  the  conditions 
under  which  correspondence  work  may  be  pursued  are 
regulated  by  the  Conference  Agreement  of  the  State  Ed- 
ucational Institutions  and  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction.  ^ 

1.  A  fee  of  $9.00,  payable  in  advance,  will  be  charged  for  each 
course  taken  by  correspondence.  This  fee  will  not  be  refunded  on 
account  of  the  student's  inability  to  complete  the  course. 

2.  Not  more  than  9  semester  hours  of  college  work  or  4  semes- 
ter units  of  subcollege  work  may  be  completed  in  any  school  year. 

3.  No  student  is  permitted  to  carry  more  than  two  courses  at 
one  time.      It  is  strongly  recommended  that  students  carry  only  one 


course   at  a   time.      Experience   tends   to   show   that   more    students 
complete  the  work  if  one  course  is  taken  at  a  time. 

4.  No  correspondence  work  is  offered  during  the  summer  term. 
All  courses  must  be  completed  within  the  school  year  of  the  student's 
enrollment. 

5.  Students  who  are  doing  work  in  residence  in  other  schools 
will  not  be  permitted  to  take,  at  the  same  time,  any  of  the  non- 
resident work  offered  by  this  institution. 

6.  Full  postage  must  be  paid  on  all  reports  mailed  to  the  Ex- 
tension Department.  No  reports  will  be  returned  unless  the  student 
encloses  full  postage  (or  preferably  a  stamped  self-addressed  enve- 
lope) with  the  report. 

7.  Certified  grades  cannot  be  made  by  correspondence.  Such 
grades  can  only  be  made  by  attendance  at  approved  summer  schools. 
This  does  not  apply  to  work  which  is  pre-requisite  to  certified  grade 
work. 

8.  Students  desiring  college  credit  for  correspondence  work 
must  have  completed  a  minimum  of  15  high-school  units  in  an  ap- 
proved high  school. 

FINAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

A  written  examination  will  be  given  at  the  close  of  every  course 
taken  for  credit.  In  cases  where  it  is  inconvenient  for  students  to 
take  an  examination  at  the  Normal  School,  arrangements  may  be 
made  by  him  with  some  person  acceptable  to  the  Normal  School  to 
give  the  examination.  Residence  examinations,  however,  are  usu- 
ally more  satisfactory. 

EDUCATION. 

C.  Rural  School  Management.  An  elementary  course  in  the 
management  and  the  administration  of  rural  schools.  The  prin- 
cipal topics  are:  The  care  of  school  buildings  and  equipment;  the 
teacher,  his  qualifications  and  duties  to  the  children  and  the  com- 
munity ;  school  organization;  school  discipline;  school  laws  which  a 
country  teacher  should  know.      Credit  V2  unit. 

2a.  History  of  Education.  This  course  aims  to  give  an  account 
of  the  educational  institutions  and  practices  from  the  day  of  primi- 
tive man  to  the  present.  Its  chief  purpose  is  to  give  the  student 
an  understanding  of  current  educational  practices  and  problems  by 
tracing  the  main  steps  in  the  evolution  of  modern  education.  Credit 
3  hrs. 

17.  School  Management.  This  course  is  for  students  who  in- 
tend to  teach  in  rural  schools.  It  may  be  elected  in  place  of  Edu- 
cation 4,  Classroom  Management,  to  which  course  it  is  very  similar, 
except  that  the  emphasis  is  put  on  those  phases  of  school  management 
which  are  peculiar  to  one-teacher  rural  schools.  Particular  attention 
is  given  to  the  hygienic  and  social  problems  of  the  country  school. 
Credit  3  hrs. 

LANGUAGES. 

1.  Third- Year  Latin,  Cicero's  Orations.  Six  or  seven  of  the 
orations  of  Cicero  are  read  and  usually  about  700  lines  of  the  Meta- 


morphoses  of  Ovid.  Sallust's  Catiline  may  be  read  in  place  of  the 
Ovid.  Prose  composition  one  hour  a  week.  Sight  reading.  As- 
signed readings.      Credit  3  hrs. 

2.  Fourth-Year  Latin,  Vergil.  Six  books  of  Vergil's  Aeneid  are 
read.  In  place  of  one  book  of  the  Aeneid,  the  Eclogues  may  be  sub- 
stituted. Sight  reading.  Assigned  readings.  Latin  Versification, 
especially  Dactylic  Hexameter.      Credit  3  hrs. 

ENGLISH    LANGUAGES    AND    LITERATURE. 

C.  Rhetoric  and  Literature.  This  course  corresponds,  approx- 
imately, to  the  first  year  English  in  high  schools,  as  outlined  in  the 
State  Course  of  Study.  It  includes  composition  planning  and  writ- 
ing, drill  in  grammar,  and  the  study  of  selected  literature.  Credit 
Vz  unit. 

D.  English  Literature.  This  course  includes  a  general  survey 
from  Chaucer  to  the  present  time.  The  following  selections,  or  their 
equivalents,  are  used  for  class  study:  Chaucer's  Prologue,  Old 
English. Ballads,  Ivanhoe,  Macbeth,  Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury,  Sir 
Roger  de  Coverly  Papers,  Carlyle's  Essay  oh  Burns,  Macaulay's  John- 
son, Silas  Marner.  Assigned  readings  and  compositions  are  required 
throughout  the  year.      Credit  V^,  unit. 

la.  Freshman  Composition.  Study  and  practice  in  English 
composition,  designed  to  establish  the  first-year  college  student  in 
habits  of  careful  writing  and  speaking  and  to  equip  hijm  with  the 
fundamentals  of  rhetorical  theory.  The  course  should  precede  or 
accompany  all  other  college  courses  in  English  or  Public  Speaking. 
Credit  3  hrs. 

lb.  Freshman  Literature.  An  introduction  to  the  study  of 
literature  by  types.  Effort  is  made  to  establish  for  the  student  the 
fundamentals  of  literary  appreciation  and  to  introduce  him  to  an 
attractive  range  of  reading,  so  that  he  can  wisely  direct  his  own 
future  use  of  literature  and  so  that  he  can  present  literature  effect- 
ively to  others.     Credit  3  hrs. 

2.  American  Literature.  A  general  survey  of  American  Liter- 
ature, including  the  relation  of  our  literature  to  our  national  devel- 
opment and  to  English  literature.  Representative  selections  are 
studied.  One  term  is  devoted  to  prose  literature  and  the  other  to 
poetry.     Credit  3  hrs. 

3a.  The  Romantic  Movement.  The  history  of  the  Romantic 
movement  in  literature,  its  characteristics  and  its  influence  are  stud- 
ied. The  poetry  of  Goldsmith,  Burns,  Gray,  Wordsworth,  Coleridge, 
Byron,  Shelley  and  Keats  receives  careful  attention.      Credit  3  hrs. 

8.  English  Essayists.  This  course  gives  the  development  of  the 
English  essay,  with  a  critical  study  of  the  leading  essayists  of  each 
period  in  English  literature.     Credit  3  hrs. 

HISTORY. 

A.  Ancient  History.  A  year's  work  in  the  history  of  the 
Oriental  nations,  Greece,  and  Rome.      Credit  V^  unit. 


C.  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History.  This  course  gives  a  general 
survey  of  the  history  of  Europe  from  476  A.  D.  to  the  present  time. 
Credit  V2  unit. 

B.  American  History  and  Government.  This  course  is  of  high- 
school  rank  and  consists  of  a  general  study  of  the  political,  social  and 
industrial  development  of  the  United  States.  Required  for  the 
Rural  School  Certificate.      Credit  V2  unit. 

la.  American  History  1750-1829.  A  general  course  intended 
to  serve  as  an  introduction  to  more  advanced  and  special  courses  in 
the  subject,  as  well  as  to  give  the  student  a  broad  general  knowledge 
of  American  History.      Credit  3  hrs. 

3.  Greek  History.  A  general  course  in  the  political  develop- 
ment and  life  of  the  Greeks  to  146  B.  C.  Freshman  and  sophomore 
years.      Credit  3  hrs. 

4.  The  Roman  Republic.  Stress  is  laid  on  the  political  and 
economic  development  of  the  Romans  to  the  period  31  B.  C.  Credit 
3  hrs. 

4a.  Early  England.  Freshman  and  sophomore  years.  Elect- 
ive.     Credit  3  hrs, 

4b.  Modern  England.  Continuation  of  course  4a.  Especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  develojifment  of  the  English  Constitution. 
Credit  3  hrs. 

MATHEMATICS. 

A.  Elementary  Algebra.  The  idea  of  the  equation  as  an  in- 
strument of  mathematical  investigation  is  early  introduced  and  con- 
stantly emphasized  throughout  the  course.  The  work  of  the  second 
term  includes  quadratic  equations  and  applications.      Credit  V2  units. 

1.  College  Algebra.  This  course  includes  selected  topics  from 
Wilczinski  and  Slaught's  College  Algebra.  [Not  offered  1918-19.] 
Credit  3  hrs. 

GEOGRAPHY  AND  AGRICULTURE. 

A.  Physical  Geography.  The  organization  of  this  course  con- 
forms to  that  of  the  State  Course  of  Study  for  high  schools.  A  study 
is  made  of  the  land  forms,  oceans,  and  atmosphere  of  the  earth. 
Credit  3  hrs. 

Gl.  Elementary  Agriculture:  Soils.  A  part  of  this  course 
covers  the  contents  of  elementary  agriculture  as  taught  In  the  rural 
schools.  This  course  is  designed  in  content,  method,  and  scope,  to 
give  students  the  information,  interest  and  point  of  view  needed  to 
teach  the  elements  of  agriculture  in  our  rural  schools.

CREDIT  FOR  READING-CIRCLE  WORK. 

No  college  credit  is  given.  Secondary  credit  is  given  for  work 
done  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  One-fourth  unit  secondary  credit  will  be  given  on  each  book 
provided  that  two  of  the  four  books  must  be  studied  before  credit  is 
received  and  provided  further  that  the  total  credit  given  in  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  secondary  unit. 


2.  It  is  recommended  that  two  books  be  studied  simultaneously, 

3.  Students  who  are  in  school  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
reading-circle  work. 

4.  Reading-circle  work  for  secondary  credit  must  be  done  in  a 
reading-circle  center  composed  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twenty  teachers,  including  the  leader. 

5.  Each  reading-circle  center  must  hold  not  fewer  than  nine 
meetings. 

6.  A  minimum  of  60  minutes  in  each  book  must  be  spent  at  each 
meeting  of  the  reading-circle  center,  or  a  total  of  120  minutes  must 
be  spent  on  the  books  at  each  meeting.  (A  total  of  540  minutes 
must  be  spent  on  each  book,  or  1080  minutes  on  both  books,  exclu- 
sive of  the  time  required  for  each  examination.) 

7.  The  final  examination  for  reading-circle  work  will  be  given 
by  the  county  superintendent  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  March  ex- 
aminations for  teachers.  The  papers  will  be  graded  by  the  institu- 
tion in  which  credit  is  desired. 

8.  Competent  leaders  must  be  appointed  by  the  county  superin- 
tendent. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  Extension  Department  does  not  furnish  the  text-books  re- 
quired for  the  correspondence  courses,  nor  has  it  any  books  for  sale. 
Books  can  usually  be  purchased  through  a  local  dealer.  The  depart- 
ment recommends  A.  C.  McClurg  and  Company,  Chicago,  111., 
who  can  supply  every  book  promptly.  Often  books  can  be  loaned 
from  the  Missouri  State  Library  Commission,  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 

EXTENSION  CENTER  COURSES  AND  PUBLIC  LECTURES. 

Extension  Work. — Extension  work  in  monthly  meetings  at  exten- 
sion .centers  is  offered  in  certain  courses.  Such  centers  will  be 
organized  wherever  .there  are  large  enough  groups  of  students  desir- 
ing the  work  to  warrant  them.  Those  who  are  interested  in  exten- 
sion centers  should  notify  the  President  of  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Cape  Girardeau  who  will  arrange  to  have  a  member  of  the  faculty 
conduct  the  work.  The  fee  for  such  work  is  $9  a  term  in  a  full- 
course  subject,  provided  the  amount  paid  by  a  class  be  enough  to 
defray  all  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  of  the  teacher  for  the  entire 
course.  If  the  total  fees  paid  by  a  class  are  not  sufficient  to  meet 
all  these  expenses  a  further  apportionment  of  the  cost  must  be  met. 
[Not  offered  1918-19.] 

Public  Lectures.  The.  object  of  the  public  lectures  is  to  extend 
the  influence  and  work  of  the  Normal  School  to  include  the  develop^ 
ment  of  education  throughout  this  Normal  School  District.  Musicals, 
readings,  or  courses  of  lectures  will  be  given  covering  discussions  of 
literature,  history,  science  and  social  and  economic  questions.  Lec- 
tures, musicals  or  readings  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  school,  or  any 
other  organization  in  a  town — literary  clubs,  commercial  clubs, 
churches,  or  groups  of  classes  organized  for  that  purpose.  The  cost 
of  musicals  or  lectures  will  be  the  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  of 
the  members  of  the  faculty  giving  such  musicals,  readings  or  lectures. 


SCHOOL  SERVICE  BUREAU. 

The  State  Normal  School  wishes  to  extend  its  usefulness  to  every 
school  in  Southeast  Missouri.  It  is  particularly  anxious  to  help 
teachers  in  service  in  the  solution  of  their  professional  problems. 
The  faculty  of  the  Normal  School  is  composed  of  specialists  in  almost 
every  department  of  school  work  who  are  well  prepared  to  give  ad- 
vice and  information.  They  are  eager  to  be  of  service.  The  School 
Service  Bureau  will  furnish  information  free  of  charge  to  teachers 
and  school  officials  on  all  questions  relating  to  school  work.  The 
information  to  be  furnished  covers  such  topics  as  school  buildings 
and  equipment,  school  management,  problems  of  discipline  and  in- 
struction, book  lists,  school  fairs  and  contests,  etc.  All  requests  will 
be  referred  by  the  Bureau  to  a  specialist  on  the  faculty  who  will  give 
the  matter  his  immediate  and  careful  attention.  Address  all  in- 
quiries to  the  School  Service  Bureau,  State  Normal  School,  Cape  Gir- 
ardeau, Mo. 

THE  NEW  THREE-TERM  CALENDAR. 

The  Normal  School  has  adopted  a  new  three-term  calendar.  Each 
term  is  sixteen  weeks  in  length.  The  Fall  term  begins  Monday, 
September  2,  1918,  and  ends  Friday,  December  20,  1918.  The  Win- 
ter term  begins  Monday,  December  30,  1918,  and  ends  Friday,  April 
18,  1919.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  constitute  the  school  year  for 
students  who  do  not  want  to  attend  school  during  the  spring  and 
summer  term.  Students  may  complete  a  two-year  college  curricu- 
lum leading  to  a  diploma  by  attending  during  the  fall  and  winter 
terms  for  two  years.  Students  may  complete  a  three-year  college 
curriculum  leading  to  a  diploma  by  attending  during  the  fall  and 
winter  terms  for  three  years,  and  a  standard  four-year  college  cur- 
riculum leading  to  the  bachelor's  degree  by  attending  during  the  fall 
and  winter  terms  for  four  years.  These  two  terms  of  the  Normal 
School  thus  correspond  to  the  first  and  second  semesters  of  universi- 
ties and  colleges  that  are  on  the  semester  basis;  and  the  same  work 
is  completed  in  the  fall  and  winter  terms  of  the  Normal  School  as  is 
completed  in  the  first  and  second  semesters  of  a  college. 

The  spring  and  summer  term  of  the  Normal  School  begins  Mon- 
day, April  21,  1919,  and  ends  Friday,  August  8,  1919.  This  term  is 
one  of  the  regular  terms  of  the  year.  Students  who  attend  duriiig 
the  fall  and  winter  terms  may  continue  their  work  through  the  spring 
and  summer  term  without  interruption  and  complete  another  half 
year  of  work  in  addition  to  the  year  of  work  completed  during  the 
first  two  terms.  Students  may  take  courses  extending-  throughout 
the  sixteen  weeks  of  the  spring  and  sunjmer  term  or  they  may  take 
courses  to  be  completed  in  the  first  eight  weeks  of  the  term.  Stu- 
dents may  enter  for  the  last  eight  weeks  of  the  spring  and  summer 
term,  beginning  Monday,  June  16,  1919,  and  complete  courses  run- 
ning through  the  last  eight  weeks  of  the  term.
